These programmes have brought about convdera^le 
changes in the urban areas, but the (problems continue to 
remain virutally unchanged in most oflthe nral areas. Further, 
with the changing social and economic conditions in the 
country various new problems relating to the advancement 
of women have also emerged. I 

2, The Government of India feel [that a comprehensive 
examination of all the questions relating to the rights and 
status of women in this country would provide useful guide- 
lines for the formulation of our soqial policies. A Com-, 
mittee on the Status of Women is therefore constituted TViLET 
tHe' following terms of reference : — 

(1) To examine the Constitutional, legal and adminis- 
trative provisions that have a bearing on the social 
status of women, their education and employment. 

(2) To assess the impact of these provisions during the 
last two decades on the status of women fn the 
country, particularlv in the rural sector and to 
suggest more effective programmes. 

(3) To consider the development of education among 
women and determine the factors responsible for the 
slow progress In some areds and suggest remedial 
measures. 

(4) To survey the problems of the working women 
Including discrimination in I employment and remu- 
neration. 

(5) To examine the status of women as house-wives and 
mothers in the changing social pattern find their 
problems in the sphere of I further education and 
employment. 

(6) To undertake surveys or c^se studies on the Impli- 
cations of the population policies and family plan- 
ning programmes on the status of women. 

(7) To suggest any other measjures which would enable 
women to day their full aifd proper role in building 
up the nation,
